A veritable hail of books about the Balkan 
campaign, if we are to believe a London re- 
port, will shortly descend upon us. The war 
correspondents of the various newspapers 
have all come back laden with material for 
the inevitable volume, and the fact that they 
were able, for the most part, to obtain such 
meagre facilities for describing the actual 
operations of war in their respective journals 
has presumably made them all the more eager 
to “take it out” in discursive narratives of 
their experiences. One can only hope that 
their eagerness will not result in the appear- 
ance of more books on the subject than the 
public will want to read. Two of the ablest 
of the correspondents, Philip Gibbs and Ber- 
nard Grant, have resorted to the wise ex- 
pedient of joining forces and producing a 
single book in combination. The former 
having been with the Bulgarian army, 
while the latter was with the Turkish 
forces, their joint work, which the firm 
of Methuen have published under the title, 
“Adventures of War with Cross and 
Crescent,” has the advantage of present- 
ing the story of the campaign from the 
point of view both of the successful and 
the defeated combatants. Small, Maynard 
& Company are the American publishers. 


_ Another war book of peculiar interest 
is that of the somewhat mysterious Lieu- 
tenant Wagner, special correspondent to 
the London Daily Mail and New York 
limes, whose dispatches showed him to 
be capable of obtaining information which 
was apparently not within the reach of 
his brother war correspondents. This is 
to be issued by the house of Constable in 
England and Houghton Mifflin on this 
side.

“Twixt Land and Sea,” by Joseph Conrad, 
contains three stories: “A Smile of Fortune,” 
“The Secret Sharer,” “Freya of the Seven 
Isles? Conrad writes of lands known to no 
other writer, fertile and beautiful islands of 
the tropics, barren islets, a sea so hard and 
blue that it looks solid, a sea “fit to turn your 
hair gray only alooking at it,” or “a straigit 
line of the flat shore, joined to the stable sea, 
edge to edge with a perfect and unmarked 
closeness.” And the civilized people who come 
to live in these barbaric lands—well, really, 
you know, they act in an unusual fashion! 
Their lives are florid, and their deeds most 
unexpected. Yet, as you read the stories, you 
have not the slightest doubt that truth is pic- 
tured for you. 

Take “The Secret Sharer.” A 
captain was suddenly called upon 
to take a strange ship, bound from 
a southern island, on a long voy- 
age. The night before the start he 
took the first watch himself to have 
a chance to “get acquainted” with 
his vessel during the quiet hours of 
the night. Leaning over the rail 
in a comfortable leisure, sleep- 
ing-suited, bare-footed, smoking, he 
was startled to see a naked swim- 
mer alongside, resting, holding to 
the rope ladder which had not been 
drawn in. The swimmer climbed 
on deck and revealed himself as a 
Conway lad who, while acting as 
mate on a nearby ship, killed a 
sailor. The deed was justifiable, 
according to sea ethics, and result- 
ed in saving a ship and crew who 
would otherwise have perished; 
but the captain, a doddering old 
idiot, was about to hand the mate 
over to trial in a court of law. The 
young fellow, knowing the futility 
of attempting to explain the situa- 
tion to a set of landlubbers in a 
jury box, flung himself overboard, 
intending to swim until he drowned. 
The pause by the ship was pure 
chance. A sudden sympathy and 
understanding leaped into existence 
between the swimmer and the cap- 
tain of the ocean-bound ship. The 

captain concealed the fugitive in 
his tiny cabin for days with the 
greatest difficulty. His curious 
actions gained him the reputation 
of insanity among the crew. Final- 
ly, he drove his ship horribly near 
a group of unknown tropical

And at Macao, thanks to a little gurgling, 
dolllike painted lady, who smilingly offered to 
kill Binhart for him “for £2000 in gold,” Blake 
meets Binhart—and nurses a bullet in his leg 
for a week in a Hongkong hospital. For 
that matter, the episode of the little Englisi- 
speaking lady, with her carmine lips and baby- 
blue eyes, and the three Chinese cutthroats 
out to do up Blake, is breathless all the way 
through. 

After a week the trail is cold, but Blake 
follows it: Saigon, Bangkok, Singapore, Pe- 
nang, where the first new clue comes; Brin- 
disi, Corfu, Trieste and Naples, where he sees 
Binhart—Binhart leaving the room by the win- 
dow, the casement with him. Then Marseilles, 
Panama and twice across South America, 
gunrunners and fever playing there their va- 
rious parts. For a week Binhart again is in 
his grasp; the fever releases him. Meanwhile, 
months have passed; fever, hardship, drink 
and mental collapse have left Blake a wrecked 
man. But “Never-fail” Blake dies hard; he 
never gives up; and he does get Binhart— 
but that is years later and within sight of 
Madison Square. 

Mr. Stringer knows the shady side of civili- 
zation, and has a knack of flashing a descrip- 
tion in few phrases. The cover cut is a strik- 
ing one, by the way, but just what has the 
clean-cut young man there depicted got to do 
with either Blake or Binhart?

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THe Heart oF THE HILts.* 


Again Mr. Fox leads his readers into Ker 
tucky, the State of contrasts, within whos 
boundaries lie mysterious-hearted mountain 
side by side with smiling, fertile, sun-swep: 
plains. And he shows us the no less great 
contrast in the people of the same State—the 
sullen, silent mourtaineers, with their primi- 
tive code of honor, their disregard for human 
life, their honesty and sincerity ; and the easy- 
going, jovial Blue Grass riders and revellers. 
The last years of the nineteenth and the open- 
ing decade of the twentieth century is the 
background of time which Mr. Fox has chosen 
for the human story in this his newest book. 
In those years, Kentucky and her people were 
changing fast, and just as respect for law, 
for learning, for the graces of life, made 
their way slowly into the mountain fastnesses 
and into the sullen hearts of the people there, 
so the easy, good nature of the farmers and 
horse raisers of the plains gave way to sullen 
lawlessness at the urge of the coming of Big 
Business in the Tobacco Trust and its en- 
croachments. 

Four young people, a mountaineer boy and 
girl, and a couple of aristocratic young cou- 
sins of old Kentucky plantation stock, are 
the chief human figures in this story, which 
is the story of the development of a Com- 
monwealth through a troublous part of its 
history, just as much as it is the story of 
these four young hearts in their growth from 
childhood to manhood and womanhood. 

When we first meet them all, Jason and 
Mavis Hawn, of the fighting feudist family, 
are at home in their native mountains, and 
Majorie and Gray Pendleton have followed 
Colonel Pendleton, Gray’s father, into these 
mountains when he comes to buy coal-bearing 
land, comes to buy, unconscious of the cheat 
in the transaction, Jason’s home soil for a 
small fraction of its real value. The children 
meet and gaze at each other as beings from 
another world. Then we meet them again 
when the fortunes of life lead the young 
mountaineers down into the plains to struggle 
for knowledge, for everything that would 
brighten the barrenness of their narrow lives. 
The natural sturdy democracy of childhood 
brings the four together as friends, and 
though each pair of cousins was naturally 
destined to complete each other’s lives, Nature 
crosses wires for a while and tangles the four 
young hearts in a web of conflicting emotions. 
Finally, the woman’s instinct of the mountain 
girl brings light into the darkness, and each 
comes to his own true mate at the end. Back 
of this human story is the big canvas of a 
State’s struggle from the old order to the

dom has there been a young 
hero of recent fiction so 
humanly appealing, so con- 
vincingly alive as is Jason 
Hawn, the sullen mountain 
boy, in his slow awakening 
to the real meaning of 
things.

Admirers of S. R. Crockett and his Scot- 
tish romances will be delighted to learn that 
“Patsy,” his new novel, just issued by the 
Macmillan Company, is written in his best 
style, and is set in Galloway, the district of 
Scotland which figures in his most popular 
books. 

It tells the tale of how, a hundred years 
ago, George ‘of England sent his troops up 
into bonny Scotland to impress recruits by 
force; of. how certain brave lads escaped 
through the connivance of a clever girl; how 
the young princely scapegrace at the head of 
the press gang coveted the fair heroine and 
kidnapped her in princely scapegrace fashion, 
and how she is rescued, in turn, by the lad 
she had just done as much for. 

Then Patsy—short for Patricia—goes up to 
London to visit a lady of noble family and 
connecfions, and quickly becomes the town 
toast. She deserves the homage she gets, if 
we are to believe she was really as beautiful, 
witty, daring and alluring as Mr. Crockett 
vividly portrays her. She has many, many 
suitors, a whole line of princely ones among 
them, and very nearly becomes a princess her- 
self. She graphically describes her Prince 
Eitel in a letter written home to one Stair 
Garland: “Well, he is a good soldier — has 
fought a lot against Napoleon, and will fight 
again. To look at? -Oh, he is big and round 
and rosy, with yellow moustaches and cheeks 
like apples, nice plump red apples. He goes 
‘Hum-hum-hum’ in his throat when he speaks 
to me, and he always kisses my hand. Gen- 
eraliy, he calls me ‘Most Noble Lady,’ and 
then I wonder how many hundred yards I 
could give him and beat him in a mile-race 
along the sands.” 

But, of course, Patsy decides not to become 
a princess, and returns home to perform 
deeds of rescue again. There is excitement 
and adventure a-plenty before the high-spirit- 
ed and high-handed heroine confesses to Stair 
that it is he whom she loves most in the 
world, and wrings, in turn, from that taciturn 
and obstinate youth a similar ccnfession di- 
rected against herself. 

Patsy is adorable from first to last, and 
along dozens of lines. And the recounting of 
her adventures, together with the pictures of

With the serious handicaps of a college 
education and Eastern riding trousers, John 
Tresler—tall, strong and dauntless—starts his 
career at Mosquito Bend Ranch, marking his 
first day by a quarrel with the powerful and 
bullying foreman, Jake. Puzzle—find the hero. 
At the point when words run hottest and 
fingers seek steel, there flashes into view a 
white gown, worn by Diane Marbolt, daughter 
of the ranch owner with whom Tresler has 
contracted to stay three years to learn the 
business of ranching. Puzzle—find the hero- 
ine. Since no other woman appears in the 
book, the latter problem is comparatively sim- 
ple. Not so the detection of the villain—that 
mysterious leader of a band of cattle-thieving 
night riders, that elusive “Red Mask,” terror 
of the countryside. 

The unravelling of this mystery is but one 
of Tresler’s cares; his constant watchfulness 
is needed to protect Diane against Jake’s un- 
welcome lovemaking, and, strangely enough, 
against her father, Julian Marbolt, blind and 
hideous, small, yet marvellously strong; self- 
controlled, yet wickedly cruel. 

Thick with adventure, the story is a typical 
Ridgwell Cullum tale, peopled with cowboy 
types. “Enthusiasm,” says the author, “is the 
mainspring of a cowboy’s life.. There are no 
half measures with him. He will play poker 
till he has had the doubtful satisfaction of 
seeing his last cent pass into somebody else’s 
pocket; he will drink on the most generous 
scale, and is ever ready to quarrel. Before 
all things,” he adds, “the cowboy is a horse- 
man.” 

Tresler’s own mare, unconquered till Jake 
treacherously gives her to the newcomer to 
break, and sees that apparent impossibility ac- 
complished, takes him a desperate run one 
day—a mad, blind, endless “bolt.” By chance 
the adventure leads to a strange hut, high on 
a protected cliff, a spot destined to see later 
the climax of the tale. 

Any detail of the plot is impossible, but the 
reader is promised a surprise or two, a very 
satisfactory love affair and plenty of good

Tue VALIANTS OF VIRGINIA.* 


That Hallie Erminie Rives appreciates the 
strain of old Virginia blood in her veins is 
clearly apparent in “The Valiants of Vir- 
vinia,” for the .book, above and underneath, 
and through its running love story, is a mon- 
ument to the traditions and picturesque sen- 
sibilities of the F. F. V. 

The story has to do with one 
“Vanity” Valiant, the pampered son 
of a New York corporation magnate, 
who, years after his father’s death, 
suddenly deprived of fortune, learns 
for the first time that his father was 
a Virginian and that there is still the 
homestead down there, deserted for 
some thirty years. So he packs up 
his bulldog and other few remaining 
effects and returns to his inheritance. 

This is where the Virginia atmos- 
phere is worked up strong. Young 
Valiant, bent on idylJically returning 
to the soil, finds an old house, fairly 
reeking of ante-bellum days, picks 
up some old negro servants, also 
still reminiscent of the ante-bellum 
period; at once meets the lovely 
Shirley Dandridge, of the red-bronze 
hair and the blue, blue eyes, and is 
saved from death by her. A mocca- 
sin snake bites his foot, there in the 
remote woodland, far from aid, and 
there is nothing for Shirley to do 
but resort to the primitive method 
and suck out the poison with her 
lips. She does it. 

There is much that is mysterious 
about the duel which Valiant’s father 
—"Beauty” Valiant—had fought over 
some unknown lady of the neighbor- 
hood, immediately before he left it 
forever. There is also much that is mysteri- 
ous about why Shirley’s mother, a soft-voiced, 
dark-eyed, gentle-mannered lady, who wears 
soit gray gowns with old lace at the throat, 
Swoons so easily at the mention of certain 
passages in “Lucile,” and always shuts herself 
up in her room on the fourteenth of May and 
smells cape jessamine. Many things happened 
long ago, and they got twisted in the happen- 
ing—with the assistance of the undiabolic old 
major with apoplectic tendencies, that is, he 
has them now, not when the things were hap- 
pening—and they have got much worse now 
through reticences and misunderstandings. 

. The course of true love finds many rocks 
and bumpy places; but all to the accompani- 
ment of such beautiful nightingale singing, 
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such golden old Virginia moonlight, that it is 
hard to pity the lovers too much, after all, 
while they are yet on the rocks. And, in the 
end, everything is satisfactorily explained, 
. 

leaving everyone too happy for words. 

Which, however, conveys no impression of 
the atmosphere, the local color which is as 
much a part of the book as the story itself. The 
style is distinctly Hallie-Erminie-Rives-ish, 
and flows mellifluously along, caught up with 
graceful garlands of liquid bunches of words. 
For instance, Valiant is engaged in calling up 
the vision of the absent Shirley: 

“For a breath her face would fiush suddenly be- 
fore him, like a live thing; then it would mys- 
teriously fade and elude him, though he clenched his 
hands on the arms of his chair in the fierce mental 
effort to recall it. Only the intense blue of her eyes, 
the tawny sweep of her hair—these and the touch 
of her, the consciousness of her warm and vivid 
fragrance, remained to wrap all his senses in a mist 
woven of gold and fire.” 


And, again, when Shirley brushes her hair, 
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the operation is by no means a commonplace, 
every-day affair as handled by Miss Rives: 


“She slipped on a pink shell-shaded dressing gown 
of slinky silk, with a riot of azaleas scattered in the 
weave, and then, dragging a chair before the open 
window, drew aside the light curtain and began to 


brush her hair. She parted the lustrous mass with 
long sweeps of her white arm, forward first over 
one shoulder, then over the other. The silver brush 
smoothed the lighter ashen ripples that netted and 
fretted into a fine amber lace, till they lay, a rich, 
werm mahogany like red earth. The coppery whorls 
eddied and merged themselves, showing under 
glints of russet and dun-gold, curling and clasping in 
flame-tinted furrows like a living field of gold under 
a silver harrow. Outside the window the stars lay 
en the lapis-lazuli sky like white flower petals on 
still:deep water, and in the pasture across the hedges 
she could see the form of Selim, her chestnut hunter, 
standing ghostly, like an equine sentinel.” 

There is an abundance of very good negro 
dialect of the old school, and a harmoniously 
accompanying sprinkling of superstition which 
plays its little part in the story; a great deal 
of nature description and talk about birds and 
flowers; a touch of history, and an effective 
use of certain picturesque old customs which 
survive, as the tournament in which the 
modern knights contest to see whose lady may 
be crowned Queen of Beauty. 

Altogether, “The Valiants of Virginia” is a 
love story so full of romance and poetical 
action that it is safe to prophesy for it a full 
quota of delighted readers.

Hedrick Madison is the most ingeniously 
diabolic child that ever wove a novelist’s plot 
for him. If you can forget that he is entirely 
too clever for his years and enjoy his per- 
formances for what they are worth, you will 
be getting full value for the price of admis- 
sion to the pages of “The Flirt.” Hedrick is 
chorus and villain and the comic element—all 
in one. He reads his sisters like so many 
crystals, and he voices his annoying revela- 
tions at dramatic moments only. He is wily 
and clever. He will plot for days—little boy 
plots, carried out with the ingenuity of a 
Dumas hero—and suddenly make life one long 
terror for his family. Booth Tarkington has 
no sympathy for him—not the slightest trace. 
He lays bare all his boyish faults, though all 
in Hedrick’s own finished style, which 1s 
strangely akin to the best type of conversa- 
tional journalese. And he describes him so 
accurately that the boy is almost human, in 
spite of him. To most readers, Hedrick will 
be quite as interesting as the Flirt herself. 

The story is laid in a little town of the 
Middle West, and again the author dissects as 
he describes. The room in which Valentine 
Corliss, the returning native, first sees Cora, 
the Flirt, is as vivid in the reader’s mind as 
some actual room; and there are clear-cut mo- 
ments of description and intuition combined 
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that, as in one’s own life, make together ‘ast- 
ing impressions and images. One remembers 
accurately Hedrick’s lair in a ‘barn, which was 
reached by a sttbterranean tunnel and a peril- 
ous climb over back fences and hay lofts. 
His broken-down furniture, the extraordinary 
library he had gathered, and his private 
hoard of smokers’ materials, consisting of a 
pile of cigarette papers cut from newspapers, 
and a jar of sweet fetn, make a scene not 
readily forgotten. In the same class are the 
two twins that Laura, the worth-while sister 
of the Flirt, has her real conversations with 
the man she finally marries. Surprised both 
times on her knees by a horrible coal grate 
dating from the ’70s, and covered with dust 
and grime, she is as lovely and appealing as 
the author would have her be. Cora Madison, 
like Hedrick, is rather too good to be true. 
She is too beautiful, too hard, too mean, too 
callous to be quite convincing, particularly as 
she is pictured with Mr. Tarkington’s latesi 
manner—as if with light, firm pencil lines. But 
she is a wonderfully true study, albeit exag- 
gerated, and truer in many ways than most 
women will admit. The perfectly natural con- 
sequence of her wilful playing with the affec- 
tions of every man she meets and can ensnare 
are what make the book. There is no need to 
describe them. They are engrossing enough 
as they are told. And the quiet sister, Laura, 
who is seven times the woman Cora is, is 
happy, in the end; the reader, who is sure to 
want her to be happy, no matter what happens 
to Cora, or to the poor boy that she literally 
drove to drink, or the adventurer from abroad 
who almost tamed her, will be quite satisfied 
with the ending. His only regret will be that 


Cora gets a better fate than she deserves.

THE DrRAGOMAN.* 


The majority of readers, occupied day in 
and day ott with the more or less prosaic bus- 
iness of life, have occasionally a very natural 
hunger ‘for something ‘big, exciting, pulsating. 
This demand meets with a supply which at- 
fords some degree of satisfaction. Certain 
stories and novels, abounding in tropical im- 
agination, if not always in profound knowl- 
edge of life, furnish even the jaded citizen 
or ‘his staid wife a near-participation in the 
purple-dyed and glorious orgies of romance. 

“The Dragoman,” by George K. Stiles, for 
instance. Imagine John Randall, a stalwart 
young Englishman, deep-bronzed to the like- 
ness of an Egyptian, idly lying on the deck 
of his Nile-boat. A passing steamer gives him 
a glimpse of a-tall, slender English maiden of 
ravishing beauty; his heart is fired with love. 
Managing, shortly after, to get aboard the

aforesaid steamer, he makes away with the 
native officer in command of the ship and, be- 
ing, fortunately, familiar with the native lan- 
guage, manners and religious observances, as- 
sumes the officer’s identity. 

Consequently, there devolves upon him the 
control of a serious uprising of the followers 
of Allah against the “alien dogs.” He is, nat- 
urally, in a tremendously dangerous position, 
which grows more desperate as the steamer, 
carrying the captive beauty and a load of con- 
traband rifles, proceeds up the Nile beyond 
the pale of civilization. But with the aid of 
the “diamond-hearted crescent,’ symbol of 
Allah’s vice-gerent, which he had: taken from 
the defunct Egyptian, he comes out victorious 
through many “hairbreadth ’scapes in the im- 
minent breach.” 

The girl, though, throughout the tale, be- 
lieving her protector an Egyptian, falls madly 
in love with his compelling and enchanting 
personality. The scene in which their mutual 
declaration of love bursts forth is well caleu- 
lated to make even the blasé reconsider the 
possibilities of being stimulated. At the very 
close of the book the conspiracy is quashed, 
the crescent is restored to the Khedive, the 
beautiful girl learns the real identity of her 
loved one, and the reader can practically hear 
the well-known and ever-welcome chimes.

With the publication of each of the several 
manuscripts left by David Graham Phillips, 
we feel more deeply the loss sustained by the 
public in his unhappy death by the hand of 
an insane stranger. Had the writer lived, 
“George Helm” would probably not have been 
published in its present form. The beginning 
is carefully worked out and the characters 
developed, but the latter part of the story is 
merely sketched in. The hero is the kind 
beloved by both writer and public—a man’s 
man, which, being interpreted, means a man 
adored by women. George Helm concentrated 
the attention of a Middle West city upon 
himself when he arrived from the country, by 
Wearing an astonishing set of red whiskers. 
It was a hideous shade of red, the color that 
brick walls are painted in the spring. It grew, 
we are told, patchily. In some spots it was 
straight, in other parts curly. It is to be ex- 
pected that George Helm should be known 
through town, and if he was known as “the 
boy with the whiskers,” at least known he 
was. 

Politics in this town, as in many towns, 
was all one party tagged with two names— 
Democratic and Republican, It was arranged 
that the candidate for circuit judge who wore 
the Republican tag should be elected, but the

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Democratic division went through the form 
of putting up a man “to make things inter- 
esting for the populace, and to give them the 
feeling that they were sovereign citizens.” In 
a hilarious mood, they put up the red whis- 
kers. Once nominated, the wearer shaved, 
and George Helm emerged from behind the 
burning bush. One look at the serious face, 
revealed at last, convinced the jovial Demo- 
crais that they had made a mistake. The 
succeeding weeks confirmed their opinion. 
The long-armed, awkward young chap hired 
a “buggy,” and started through the State tell- 
ing the farm folks what he had found out— 
while hiding behind whiskers—about the one 
party with two labels. He did not get into 
office—not this time—but it took the cleverest 
crooked ballot counting work that had ever 
been necessary in that State. When it was 
over the party wiped its sweating forehead 
with its bandana and vowed that George Helm 
must go under. But he didn’t. 

There is also the clever beginning and 
sketchy ending of a love story; an astonish- 
ing proposal of marriage that sounds truer 
than the fictional model proposal; an inter- 
view with her father; and a few—all too few 
—of those charming bits of homely philos- 
ophy which we have come to expect in Mr. 
Phillips’ stories.

THe Turee Brontés.* 


“Will it do to say anything more about 
Chaucer?” writes Lowell, and after expressing 
a modest doubt, proceeds with one of his 
most charming essays on the ground that “one 
is always the better for a walk in the morn- 
ing air—a medicine which may be taken over 
and over again, without any sense of same- 
ness or any failure of its invigorating qual- 
ity.” With the same expression of doubt, but 
without the promise of invigoration, Miss 
May Sinclair prefaces her book on “The 
Three Brontés.” 

It is a depressing story—that of the Bronteés 
—as Mrs. Gaskell, in her life of Charlotte 
Bronté, long ago pointed out. Miss Sinclair 
accentuates the tragic note. A motherless 
parsonage at Haworth, set in the midst of a 
desolate moorland; a drinking, opium-eating 
brother, who developed consumption; three 
sisters more or less endowed, or accursed, 
with genius and varying styles of tempera- 
ment—such is the fundamental material of 
the tragedy. Various flittings of the sisters 
back and forth between London, Brussels and 
Haworth, in restless striving to work out 
their “destinies” ; numerous poems and novels 
which apparently failed to bring gladness, 
though Charlotte’s productions won for her 
considerable fame; the brother, Branwell’s 
death, which killed Emily and thereby hast- 
ened the end of poor Anne—so develops the 
story. 

All this has afforded previous biographers 
ample scope for much baseless theorizing, 
much misinterpretation, much lying, which 
Miss Sinclair sets about to refute. The final 
impression of Anne, the author of “Agnes 
Grey” and “The Tenant of Wildfell Hall,” 
is as follows “Of these tragic Brontés, the 
most tragic, the most pitiful, the most merci- 
lessly abused by destiny, was Anne,” a pretty, 
delicate, timid little thing, “broken on the 
wheel of life,” “cheated of its desire.” Of 
Emily, Miss Sinclair says: “You may call her 
what you will—pagan, pantheist, transcenden- 
talist, mystic and worshipper of earth—she 
slips from all your formulas. Hers is an at- 
titude of tolerance that is only not tenderness, 
because her acceptance of life and of all that 
lives, is unqualified and unstinting. It is too 
lucid and too high for pity.” 

Naturally, the subject of most consideration 
in Miss Sinclair’s book is Charlotte, than

whom “no woman who ever wrote was more 
criticised, more spied upon, more lied about.” 
The conclusions of Mrs. Oliphant, G. H. 
Lewes, M. Dimnet and others are attacked 
at various points with clearness and vigor, if 
not always with absolute convincingness. The 
latter would, perhaps, be too much to ask. 
It is not easy at this date to disprove that 
Charlotte Bronté was overconcerned with 
seeking a husband, or inordinately tempera- 
mental. Nor can one make it perfectly obvi- 
ous she never entertained an illicit passion 
for M. Héger in Brussels. But in dealing 
with literary influences, Miss Sinclair is on 
firmer ground. Throwing over the idea that 
Charlotte’s works were the product of this 
or that “influence,” she shows that the novel- 
ist, like her own “Shirley,” “was born fifty 
years before her time,” a woman with a brain 
and soul, who rebelled against the sorrows, 
limitations and conventions of the world, and 
out of herself strove in her works to depict, 
to combat them. 

The world in Charlotte’s time was no place 
for such a woman, and her way was strewn 
with woes and obstacles; but in the words of 
Miss Sinclair, “Nothing that her biographers 
have-done (when they have done their worst) 
can destroy or even diminish the effect her 
life gives of unity, of fitness, of profound 
and tragic harmony.”

A six-page table of sauces, stuffings, etc., 
suitable for combination with different meats 
and fish, is the most alluring portion of the 
book. 

Centerpieces, Jack Horner pies for distrib- 
uting gifts and favors, home-made candle 
shades, place cards, decorations for special 
holidays and for special anniversaries are 
described and pictured. An entire chapter is 
devoted to Jack Horner pies—a form of dec- 
oration especially loved by children. Four 
chapters give receipts for novelties in cakes, 
salads, sandwiches, fancy bouillons, hot 
dishes for evening suppers, ice creams, ices 
and beverages. Dainty ways of serving are 
pictured. These viands are suitable for teas, 
receptions and evening companies. The chap- 
ters on games are a boon to one who enter- 
tains very young folks. Both old and novel 
games are described. An appendix is made 
up of tables for the convenience of the host- 
ess in working out color schemes and favors. 
Information is furnished regarding flowers of 
the months, birthstones, state flowers, national 
flowers, symbolism of flowers, national colors, 
legal holidays, English holidays, college colors, 
nicknames of States, and Hallowe’en stunts. 
Some of the suggestions, especially in the 
matter of table decoration, are too elaborate 
(though not expensive), and take too much 
time in preparation to appeal to any sensible 
woman; yet others will seem to the prover- 
bial busy housewife both practical and at- 
tractive.

Mr. Mackaye sounds the keynote of a lofty 
ideal in his latest book. Incomplete and 
sketchy as any book must be which is made 
up from lectures, magazine articles and loose 
notes, this volume is nevertheless so filled 
with the concentration of a definite idea that 
its content gives it the unity its form lacks. 
The problem of public recreation is already 
engrossing those minds which, on the pinions 
of hopeful ideals, float upward to the vision 
of a time when the awakening of the civic 
conscience shall have provided to each man 
the leisure which he needs to become a well- 
rounded human being, not merely a work 
machine. Then will come—and it is well to 
be prepared for it—the need of self-govern- 
ment of a people in the activities of their 
leisure. In its influence on his character, the 
play of the adult is as important as is the 
play of the child. But only lately have the 
Anglo-Saxon nations come to understand that 
a wise public ordering of the leisure pastimes

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of the people will not in any way hamper 
their sturdy independence, but will even help, 
possibly, to awaken their minds to a demand 
for better regulation of working conditions. 
In Mr. Mackaye’s own words: 

Fundamentally, then, the Civic Theatre Idea is 
concerned with the problem of leisure; to extirpate 
the most baneful habit of mature human beings, the 
habit of ‘killing time.” Its object is to fill time, not 
to kill it; to refill it to overflowing with that quality 
ot charmed cternity which it always possesses in 
normal childhood ... when a summer’s afternoon 


may pass like an instant, yet seem an eon of joy 
in retrospect. 


In several chapters, Mr. Mackaye shows the 
crying need for the redemption of the leisure 
of our people, shows how so many other lines 
of human activity have now come to be un- 
derstood as matters of public concern, but 
that the entertaining of the people by means 
of the arts has been left entirely to commer- 
cial private enterprise, and is, therefore, mis- 
used and abused for commercial purposes. 
He paints the baneful effects of this dulling 
of the public conscience to a problem of which 
it has not yet, in the English-speaking -coun- 
tries, understood the significance. The lack 
of understanding of the civic importance of 
well-filled leisure, of the joy of life through 
art, is intensified by the fact that in our coun- 
try the civic leaders, their public-spirited stu- 
dents of economics, who give their time and 
their strength to the service of mankind, seem 
to let their vision stop short of the. realm of 
art. And the Soul with the vision of what 
art can mean at its highest is, in-the Anglo- 
Saxon countries at least, strangely devoid of 
the civic conscience, of an understanding of 
the fact that art is an inherent part of the 
life of the people—or should be if it would 
reach its best fulfillment. To such souls Art 
seems to stand on a pillar in the desert, high 
and pure above the strife of daily existence. 
Yet, argues Mr. Mackaye—and his words will 
find an echo in many a heart—the highest 
purpose of art is to bring beauty into our 
daily existence, to become a part of that ex- 
istence. 

And it is through the drama, the art which 
is eminently social, communal in character, 
needing for its interpretation and for its en- 
joyment the co-operation of great masses of 
people, that Mr. Mackaye sees the coming 
reconciliation of these now divorced ideals. 
With rich flow of words, the fire of which 
carries the reader along as on a swift current 
of burning conviction, the writer draws an 
alluring picture of the great Civic Theatre 
which may be a dream or perhaps even a 
possibility of a happier future—the great 
Civic Theatre which will be the center of 
a community’s well-ordered leisure as_ the 
university is its center of learning, the city 
hall its center of governmental activities. It 
would seem almost a crime to attempt to de- 
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scribe in other words the ideas that Mr. 
Mackaye clothes in the beauty of language 
which is so pre-eminently his gift. The reader 
must turn to the book itself. And the book 
will bring a keen joy to many of those who 
are beginning to realize that the problems of 
leisure go hand-in-hand with the problems of 
work in this world of problems in which we 
live to-day.

MoperN PHILANTHROPY.* 


Mr. Allen has classified and studied 6000 
letters of appeal received by Mrs. Harriman 
in the space of two years. He presents the 
results of this analysis: First, descriptions of 
the different varieties of appeals; second, 
criticism of the present method of giving; 
third, a constructive plan for a national clear- 
ing house for givers; fourth, a magna charta 
for givers, that is, an exposition of the rights 
of benefactors in choosing and safeguarding 
their alms. Mr. Allen feels that individual 
and local needs should be attended to by local 
organizations, religious debts should be raised 
by the members of the particular church or 
denominations, leaving our millionaires free 
to give toward nationwide needs, like child 
labor, anti-tuberculosis, etc. These needs he 
groups under 8 headings: (1) To universalize 
present knowledge and its use; (2) Search 
and research for new knowledge; (3) Salvage 
—relief and unremunerative aid; (4) Salvage 
—investment with chance of profit; (5) Four 
per cent. to six per cent. investments, com- 
bining public service and private profit; (6) 
To correct individual and social maladjust- 
ments; (7) To utilize by-products; (8) To 
expose and stop fraud. Any amount of money 
may be philanthropically invested in such 
agencies without danger of pauperizing the 
beneficiaries. 

One section of the book is devoted to in- 
struction in the art of presenting needs in an 
efficient fashion when appealing for assist- 
ance. This part is especially helpful to social 
workers writing reports and raising funds for 
benevolences. The suggested clearing house 
would follow up all appeals, exposing fraudu- 
lent stories and referring to proper agencies 
legitimate requests. It would also dissem- 
inate information concerning charities. Such 
a clearing house would be advantageous not 
only to benefactors and beneficiaries, but 
those of us who frequently discover unfortu- 
nates involved in situations from which we 
ourselves are powerless to extricate them. 

We gather from this book that those men 
and women who, by saving their pennies have

Monaco AND Monte CARLOo.* 


The reason for Mr. Smith’s plural title for 
a singular subject—singular in more senses 
than one—appears from his book. The aver- 
age reader probably thinks first of wicked 
Monte Carlo and, lest he should think that is 
all that the principality of Monaco boasts, the 
author sharply differentiates it from the latter 
otherwise virtuous domain. 

As a matter of fact, unknown Monaco is 
fully as interesting as the great gambling re- 
sort that everybody knows something about. 
Its history forms a unique chapter in Euro- 
pean diplomacy, which Mr. Smith allows sev- 
eral chapters to detail. Its present prince, 
Albert I, is a man of individuality, whose 
hobby, oceanography—especially deep-sea ex- 
ploration—has made very great contributions 
to knowledge; and the tiny state he rules is, 
in all except its Casino, a model of good 
government, reflecting economic prosperity 
and individual welfare. 

Part II. is devoted—a dozen chapters or 
more—to Monte Carlo, the Casino there and 
its management; the government’s share in 
the winnings of the gaming tables, and what 
these revenues amount to; the frequenters 
who play (and who don’t), and their mathe- 
matically impossible “systems” and _ strange 
superstitions, and the other attractions of 
Monte Carlo.

“Through much reading and writing,” says 
Lang, pleasingly, in his preface, “they that 
look out of windows be darkened.” It is 
precisely for this reason that his long survey

morous and stimulating comments, is bewil- 
dering. One must be an aristocrat of letters 
like the author himself to find his way 
through it unmisled. 

In these 660-odd pages (which, neverthe- 
less, do not make an unwieldy book) the 
author, comprehensive and versatile as he 
was, seeks smilingly to conceal how the yoke 
of comprehensiveness pinches. Or, rather, 
it might be more accurate to say that he 
discerns how difficult it is to be panoramic 
and Lang-like at the same time. It was a 
well-nigh hopeless task, smce one cannot 
briefly touch only the high lights and yet 
poke around into corners in a leisurely and 
curious way. But Lang often seeks to do so, 
and, consequently it is difficult to keep one’s 
bearings. Often, in his summing up of a 
man, however, he strikes a neat balance in 
his phrasing. at least. He says of Shake- 
speare, for instance, that, despite the inevit- 
able stains left by his age and the haste ne- 
cessitated by his profession, his 
work attains the high-water mark 
for human genius. 

It takes him nine chapters to get 
to Chaucer, and in this section, as in 
others, one would gladly have left 
out many names for the sake of more 
complete mention of some. Special- 
ists in any period will find his treat- 
ment, necessarily limited, as it is, 
scrappy and even wundiscriminating. 
lo give twice the space to Vanbrugh 
as to Congréve, and to narrate at 
length the story of “The Relapse,” 
while he bestows one paragraph on 
Farquhar, who held the stage longer 
than either, seems preposterous; but 
to give James Payn as many lines as 
Trollope is laughable. Not always 
as possible is it, indeed, to know what 
Andrew would be at in this book as 
to be patient with his many perversi- 
ties. Among these latter, his touch- 
and-go jocose treatment of Meredith 
is conspicuous. The book should 
rather be called “My Literary Tastes, 
Arranged in Chronological Order.” 

It is written in the never-too-lucid 
and always over-allusive style of the 
author. One need to have read like 
Lang himself to follow understand- 
ingly, and the way he incorporates 
his quotations in the body of hfs sen- 
tences adds to the uncertainty that 
you have caught his precise meaning. 
His whimsies appear frequently, as 
when he largely confines his discus- 
sion of the minor Elizabethan dram- 
atists to conflicting quotations from you: 
ier: and dissects the rhapsodies of the 
rte ne Of the confirmed volatil- 
’ 1s Own keenly critical spirit, 
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there is much, but it only increases the general 
sense of confusion when it leads him to devote 
disproportionate space to making fun of unim- 
portant matters or men because they were im- 
portant in their day. Of his whimsical hu- 
mor, there are plentiful flashes, although they 
warm more than they illuminate. Perhaps 
the best thing he says in this line is that 
Poe combines the maximum of music with 
the minimum of human nature, and trembles 
on the verge between pure nonsense and 
some realm beyond the verge of known ro- 
manticisms. 

When the author draws near to our own 
times, his estimates (when clear) are more 
satisfactory; perhaps because his point of 
view is more evident, or the bias of his tem- 
perament more appreciable by the light of 
one’s own. Yet when all is said, there are 
many human and fresh reflections in this 
book which one may find only in Lang. And 


there, alas, not again. Algernon Tassin
